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Congress Still the Law-Making Body 


In a decision handed down by the 
United States Supreme Court, May 25, a 
decree of the Circuit Court of Appeals ot 
the Sixth District setting aside an order of 
the Federal Trade Commission was affirmed. 
It would seem that this opinion of the high- 
est tribunal, in which there was no division 
of the court, should have the effect of caus- 
ing the Federal Trade Commission to con- 
fine its activities to the work assigned to it 
by the act of Congress which brought it into 
existence. We say should have, but to 
judge from the commission’s record, it will 
not have, as many other setbacks by the 
highest court have failed to convince the 
commission that it must proceed under the 
law as it is, not under the law as it would 
like to have it. 

Our readers are more or less familiar with 
the case, as we have reported its progress 
and commented on its interesting features 
during its pendency. ‘To refresh their mem- 
ories we recapitulate: A certain preparation 
offered as a remedy for obesity is on the 
market. According to the complaint of the 
Federal Trade Commission, it is sold 
throughout the several states in competi- 
tion with persons who are engaged “in of- 
fering for sale, and selling, printed profes- 
sional advice, books of information and in- 
struction, and other methods and means and 
certain remedies and appliances for dissolv- 
ing or otherwise removing excess flesh of 
the human body,” and is advertised as being 
the result of scientific research, safe and ef- 
fective, and usable without discomfort or 
danger. “The commission decided that one 
of the ingredients of the preparation, thy 
roid, is not safe when given without medical 
advice and attention, and that for this and 
similar reasons the advertisements of the 
proprietor of the preparation are calculated 
to deceive the public into believing that the 
preparation is safe and effective. This, said 
the commission, is to the prejudice of the 
public and of the competitors of the pro- 
prietor of the medicine, and so constitutes 
unfair methods of competition. Accordingly, 
the commission issued a cease and desist 
order against the proprietor. 

The act of Congress creating the Federal 
‘Trade Commission imposed upon that body 
the duty of preventing the use of unfair 
methods of competition in commerce, 

The present case depends upon the defi- 
nition of “unfair methods of competition in 
commerce.” In the decree which the Su- 
preme Court upholds, the Cireuit Court of 
Appeals stated that unfair methods of com- 
petition had not been shown. 

The Supreme Court points out that the 
duty of the Federal Trade Commission to 
issue an order to cease and desist depends 
upon three things, namely, unfair methods, 
competition in commerce, and public inter- 
est. The court considered the existence of 
the unfair methods and public interest to 
have been established, but when it looked 
for competition in commerce it did not find 
it. Just what constitutes unfair methods of 
competition the court said could not be pre- 


cisely defined, but must be arrived at by the 
“gradual process of judicial inclusion and 
exclusion,” and added that the question is 
one for the final determination of the courts 
and not of the commission. ‘lhe phrase “in- 
terest of the public,” said the court, does not 
confer jurisdiction, but puts a limit upon 
jurisdiction already conferred. 

In proceeding with its process of inelu- 
sion and exclusion the court stated that the 
“trader whose methods are assailed as un- 
fair must have present or potential rivals in 
trade whose business will be, or is likely 
to be, lessened or otherwise injured 
and it is against that condition of affairs, 
and not some other, that the commission 
is authorized to protect the public.” It am- 


plified that statement with the following 


language: 

Official powers cannot be extended beyond the 
terms and necessary implications of the grant, If 
broader powers be desirable they must be con- 
ferred by Congress. They cannot be merely as- 
sumed by administration officers; nor can they be 
created by the courts in the proper exercise of 
their judicial functions. 


The court went on to say that it was not 
reasonable to conclude that Congress 1n- 
tended to vest the commission with the gen- 
eral power to prevent all sorts of unfair prac: 
tices in commerce apart from their actual 
or potential effect upon the trade of com- 
petitors, but it was not necessary that the 
facts point to any particular trader or trad- 
ers: it was enough that there were present 
or potential substantial competition, shown 
by proof or appearing by necessary imier- 
ence to have been injured or threatened 
with injury by unfair methods. The court 
decided that in the present case “there is 
neither finding nor evidence from which 
the conclusion legitimately can be drawn 
that these advertisements substantially in 
jured or tended thus to injure the business 
of anv competitor or competitors generally, 
whether legitimate or not.” No supposed 
competitor had appeared or had been called 
upon to show what effect, if any, the mis 
leading advertisements had had or were 
likely to have upon his business. The only 
evidence as to the existence of competitors 
had come from medical sources not engaged 
in the making or selling of “obesity cures” 
and consisted in the main of a list of sup- 
posed producers and sellers of “anti-fat 
remedies” gathered by the American Med- 
ical Association largely from newspaper ad 
vertisements. Physicians were not consid- 
ered by the court as being in competition 
with the proprietary manufacturer involved 
in this case. There was nothing in the rec- 
ord to show that there were any competi- 
tors of the “obesity cure” to be injured. It 
was a matter of conjecture whether there 
were any such competitors, and, said the 
court, “something more substantial than 
that is required as a basis for the exercise 
of the authority of the commission.” ‘The 
commission, emphasized the court, cannot 
by assuming the existence of competition 
give itself jurisdiction. The administration 
of the Food and Drugs Act, remarked the 
court in passing, was not a part of the duty 
of the Federal Trade Commission. 


n a nutshell, the court said it would as- 
sume the presence of two of the three essen- 
lal points necessary to constitute a cause 
ff action, namely, unfair methods and inter- 
est of the public, but that so far as the rec- 
ord showed, there was a lack of the third 
essential point, that is, competition. Ac- 
‘ordingly the decision was in favor of the 
medicine proprietor. 

We believe we speak for the various 
trades we represent when we commend the 
firm which carried this case to a final con- 
clusion. It thereby did a valuable service for 
business generally. [Entirely apart from the 
merits or otherwise of the case now under 
consideration, it may be said that there is 
entirely too much meddling of government 
agencies in the conduct of commercial en- 
terprises. Business men can keep an eye 
on the acts of Congress and of the various 
legislatures and arrange their affairs accord- 
ingly, but when administrative agencies 
whenever occasion may arise undertake to 
nake laws to suit their own purposes, no 
usiness, no matter how well guided by le- 
gal talent, is safe from attack and the ex- 
pense, inconvenience, and other hardships 
that ensue when an attack has been made. 
lhe efforts of the Supreme Court to curb 
and discourage this kind of “law’-making 
is comforting, and it is devoutly to be hoped 
that the Federal Trade Commission and 
other administrative agencies will take due 
notice thereof and endeavor to keep their 
activities within legal bounds.

Methanol Reinstatement Desired 


To the Editor, 
Oil, Paint and Drug 
Sir:— 

As a neutral and primarily disinter- 
ested party, owing to the fact that I 
deal in both denatured alcohol and 
methanol, I feel it would be instructive 
to bring before your readers a few 
facts that have come to light on ac- 
count of the present situation. 

Long ago, industry adjusted itself 
to the impossibility of obtaining pure 
ethyl alcohol for general manufactur- 
ing purposes and contented itself with 
the denatured variety. There has been 
and is no disposition to complain about

this, but surely industry has a right 
to expect that the government pre- 


scribe denaturants that interfere least 
with their purposes, providing they 
serve the purpose for which they have 
been permitted and that no far reach- 
ing change is made without careful 
consideration and consultation with 
those vitally concerned. 

The use of specially denatured alco- 
hol is surrounded by restrictions, and 
subjects the users to government in- 
spection. Completely denatured alco- 
hol, of which we now have but one 
formula, is the kind that interests the 
general public and the manufacturer 
who needs the product for solvent or 
chemical purposes. The manufacturer 
understands the precautions necessary 
in its use and should be entirely re- 
lieved of annoyance, red tape, and su- 
pervision. 

After many years of experiment, the 
Prohibition Bureau settled on wood 
alcohol (methanol) as the one denatu- 
rant that most nearly met all require- 
ments. When used in sufficient quan- 
tities, along with a trace of additional 
malodorant, it provided reasonable 


protection against beverage use. It 
dil not interfere with the solvent use 
of alcohol (in many cases it was an 


aid). Nevertheless, a few months ago, 
without a word of warning or the 
Slightest opportunity for industry to 
be heard, it was arbitrarily ordered out 
and the formula that was understood 
could no longer be obtained. It its 
plice, we have an evil-smelling de- 
naturant called alcotate, which is of 
no value in chemical processes, In 
fact, it is a hindrance and it has 
an objectionable odor that it is nause 
ating to most persons when they are 
simply in the room where it is used. 
Let us ignore the 
of making such a sweeping change 
without consulting those most affected 
and consider only the resulting incon-

venience and loss. What justification 
is there for harassing the chemical 
and allied industries at a time when 


they need help and encouragement? 
There has been no criticism from 
industry of wood alcohol as a denatu- 
rant. The only attack was on its al- 
lesxged poisonous properties. This at- 
tack was made repeatedly in Congress, 
and was regularly refuted as being 
without foundation. It was a simple 
matter to show that objections to its 
use were not founded on any facts that 
could be scientifically proven. The at- 


tack was regularly coupled with a de- 
nunciation of prohibition, indicating it 
Wits merely a move in the wet and dry 
controversy. It seems as though the 
chemical industries were asked to sub- 
mit to being made the scapegoat in a 
fisht which is purely political, and 
asked to accept an almost impossible 
situation without receiving a convinc- 


ing explanation. 
[t is, perhaps, necessary to concede 
that the demand of social welfare is 


supreme. However, industry is surely 


entitled to know why they are sud- 
denly deprived of a material which, 
for many years, has been an essential 
ingredient in their processes and in 
the use of which there is no record of 
unfavorable results. 

Many industries need old formula 
completely denatured No. 1, with ten 
parts of wood a!cohol, and they need 
this with a minimum of restriction 
and supervision. Possibly it may not 
be wise to distribute this formula to 
gasoline filling stations and other in- 
discriminate distributors to the gen- 


tral public. Certainly, however, there 
is no reason why paint, lacquer, and 
other reputable manufacturers should 
be deprived of such an essential raw 
material.

delphia when it was organized in 1887 


and for thirty-three years thereafter 
he was continuously returned to that 
office. In addition he was elected 


president of the national organization 
in 1909. 
Mr. Waterall was also one of the 


founders of the Philadelphia Bourse as 


well as one of the organizers and a 
director of the United Security Life 
Insurance and Trust Company of 
Philadelphia. He was one of the first 


directors of the Kansas City Belt Rail- 
road and a director of the Trades 
League of Philadelphia, now the Phila- 
delphia Chamber of Commerce. He 
Was the oldest member and past presi- 
dent of the Society of Sons of St 
George, a member of the Philadelphia 
Historical Society, Fairmont Park 
(Philadelphia) Art Association, and the 


American Board of Missions. He was 
also active in civie affairs though 
never holding political office. Fo

of the Committee of Ninety-five which 
was active in reform movements. 

His success he attributed “to the in- 
fluence of a wise-hearted mother” in 
building up his character.

Upheld by High Court 


Federal Trade Commission Order 
Dismissed—Found to Have 


No Jurisdiction 
WASHINGTON, May 25, 1931. 


The Federal Trade Commission to- 
day received a serious setback in its 
campaign against proprietary medi- 


cines and other products alleged to be 
sold through unjustified advertising 
claims by the decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States in uphold- 
ing the dismissal of the commission's 
order against the Raladam Company of 
Detroit. 

The court held that the commission 


may not act until it can show that 
some competition exists and is in- 
jured, or about to be injured, by the 
party under investigation, and that 
there was no proof that the Raladam 
Company was injuring any competi- 
tors or had any competitors in its 
business of selling Marmola, a fat- 


reducing preparation. 

In this decision, written by Justice 
Sutherland and to which there was no 
dissent, the Supreme Court upheld the 
Circuit Court of Appeals for the Sixth 
Circuit which set aside the commis- 
sion’s cease-and-desist order against 
the Raladam Company. The Supreme 
Court's review was expressly limited to 
the question of the jurisdiction of the 
commission, but it was evident that 
the court disapproved of the nature of 
the product under consideration and of 





the methods used in its advertising. 
The decision said that regardless of 
the undesirability of a product or of 
the untruthfulness of its advertising

The 
lower court dwelt at length on this 
matter, concluding that the commis- 
sion was not justified in determining 
what was “safe” and “scientific” when 
the medical profession was not agreed 
on the subject, and also discussed the 
problem of self-medication and the 
competition between physicians and 
sellers of proprietaries. 

The Supreme Court did not touch on 
these subjects except to remark that 
of course physicians are not in com- 
petition with drug manufacturers. 
Neither did the decision discuss the 
point, raised in oral argument before 
the court, that none of the competition 
in fat-reducing compounds is worthy 
of protection. Justice Sutherland re- 
viewed the history of the Federal 
Trade Commission Act and the pur- 
poses for which it was passed in reach- 
ing the conclusion of the court. The 
more significant points made in the 
decision were as follows:— 


Features of Decision 


The Federal Trade Commission charged 
that the Raladam company was engaged 
“in offering for sale and selling printeJ 
professional advice, books of information, 
and instructions, and other methods and 
means and certain remedies and appli- 
ances for dissolving or otherwise remov- 
ing excess flesh of the human body.” There 
was no finding of prejudice or injury to 
any competitor but the conclusion was 
drawn from the findings of fact that the 
practice of the respondent was to the 
prejudice of the public and of respondent’s 
competitors and constituted an _ unfair 
method of competition, 


The findings, supported by the evi- 
dence, warrant the conclusion that the 
preparation is one which cannot be used 


generally with safety to physical health 


except under medical direction and advice. 
If the necessity of protecting the public 
against dangerously misleading advertis- 
ing of a remedy sold in interstate com- 
merce were all that is necessary to give 
the commission jurisdiction, the order 
could not successfully be contested. But 


this is not all. 

The power of the commission depends 
on three prerequisites; (1) the method of 
trade in question must be unfair; (2) 
there must be competition in commerce ; 
and (3) the proceedings must be in the 
public interest. In the present 
existence of prerequisites 1 and 3 
be admitted 

The paramount aim of the act is the 
protection of the public from the evils 
likely to result from the destruction of 
competition or the restriction of it in a 
substantial degree, and this presupposes 
the existence of some substantial com- 
petition to be affected, since the public is 
not concerned in the maintenance of com-

substance. 

The meaning and application of the 
phrase “unfair methods of competition” 
can only be determined by a line of 


judicial decisions, and the question is one 
for determination by the courts and not 
by the commission, 

The prerequisite that the proceedings 
be in the publie interest is of paramount 
importance, but this phrase was inserted 
in the law as complimentary words of 
limitation to the other two, 





If broader powers are desired they 
must be conferred by Congress. They 
cannot be granted by the courts or the 
commission.

It is not necessary that the facts point 
to any particular trader; it is enough 
that there be present or potential sub- 
stantial competition which is injured or 
clearly threatened with injury. It is not 
necessary to pass on the point in this 
case, but there appears to be no ground 
for disagreeing with the contention that 
the act was not designed to protect one 
knave against competition from another. 

There is neither finding nor evidence 
to conclude that the advertising of this 
respondent substantially injured the busi- 
ness of any competitor or competition 
generally, whether legitimate or not. 

Of course, medical practitioners are not 
in competition with the respondent. They 
follow a profession and not a trade, and 
are not engaged in the business of mak- 
ing or vending remedies but in prescrib- 
ing them. 

Competition in this 
matter of conjecture. 
substantial is required. 

Enforcement of the food and drugs act 
is not committed to the Federal Trade 
Commission. 

One of the facts necessary to support 
jurisdiction is the existence of competi- 
tion, and the commission cannot, by as- 
suming the existence of competition if 
in fact there be none, give itself jurisdic- 
tion to make such an order. 


Canadian Chemical Ass’n 
Holds Annual Convention 


Upwards of 400 chemists attended 
the annual convention of the Canadian 
Chemical Association which was open- 
ed in the Mount Royal Hotel, Mon- 
treal, on May 27, and lasted three days. 

J. R. Donald, president of the asso- 
ciation, presided at the opening ses- 
sion, and a formal welcome was ex- 
tended the delegates by Dr. Harold 
Hibbert, chairman of the Montreal 
branch of the Society of Chemical In- 
dustry. 

Mr. Donald reported a membership 
of one thousand. He pointed out that 
in the general field of chemistry and 
chemical industry the past year had 
not been uneventful. Despite the long 
drawn out depression, a sulphuric acid 
and fertilizer plant had been brought 
into operation at Trail, B. C., and other 
fertilizer plants had started operations 
at Hamilton and Beloeil. 

The depression had affected the in- 
dustry and recent university gradu- 
ates were not finding it easy to secure 
positions. There was considerable un- 
employment among experienced chem- 
ists, too, he said. He declared that the 
present time is opportune for the in- 
dustry to consider the establishment 
of chemical laboratories for plant con- 
trol and vesearch werk. 

Dr. G. S. Whitby, director, division of 
chemistry, National Research Council 
of Canada, declared that in the labor- 
atories at Ottawa a new has 
been evolved for the manufacture of 
ethylene and other related subjects 
from natural gas. 

Hugh 8S. Taylor, director of the de- 
partment of chemistry, Princeton Uni- 
versity, gave a paper on “Chemical 
Reactions at Surfaces.” He referred 
to the revolution which has taken 
place in industrial catalysis during the 
past ten years through the develop- 
ment of oxide surfaces for use in re- 
actions of hydrogenation. More will 
be revealed, he said, by the recent 
discovery of the two forms of hydro- 
ortho-hydrogen and para-hydro-

Legislative Review 


So multitudinous are the laws that 


seek to regulate and restrict the drug 
business, said C. D. Smith, chairman 
of the committee on legislation, that 


every manufacturer must have an at- 


torney to keep him safely advised. 
Remedial laws, designed to correct 
obvious evils, are acceptable to the 
trade, he said, but so much that is 


ridiculous and absurd is attempted in 
new legislation that a close watch and 
vigorous opposition are constantly 
necessary. Some instances of the sort 
of legislation to which objection must 
be taken were cited from the past 
year’s experience of the committee. 

Mr. Smith, commenting on the Gor- 
don plan for the control of the sale of 
proprietary medicines in New York 
City, said that pharmaceutical manu- 
facturers should keep in mind the fact 
that, if they indicate on the label the 
therapeutic use of a product, it is 
likely to be classified as a proprietary 
medicine. In his opinion a distinction 
should be made to permit the inform- 
ing of physicians as to the usefulness 
of a product. 

The change in the administration of 
the industrial alcohol provisions of the 
prohibition law was reviewed by Mr. 
Smith. He also told of the change in 
the governmental supervision of the 
manufacture and sale of narcotics and 
the eflorts being made to restrict by 
State legislation the sale of hypnotics 
and soporifics. A threat of State med- 


icine was seen by Mr. Smith in the 
extension of the medical service pro- 
vided by the government for war vet- 


erans. He. closed with a warning 
against the tendency to lean too heay- 


ily on government for assistance.

The general character of the pig- 
ment market last week did not change 
materially from that of the preceding 
week.

Flake White.—This was another di- 
Vision of the pigment market where 
the producers were unable to report 
anything better than a slow dragging 
movement. The price remained at 
1l4¢c. per pound in barrels. 


Dry Colors 


_ Tie various dry color products con- 
tinued to find a fairly active channel 
of consumption over the past week. 
As previously indicated the dry color 
group seemed to have been in a 
technically more active position than 
the remainder of the paint, varnish 
and lacquer materials’ list. Although 
Without change on the surface, the 
market was occasionally spotted by 
some concessionary quotations. Lower 
prices for carmine red was the only 
recent price development on the sur- 
face. 

Carbon Black.— The position of this 
market did not change over the week. 
The named price was 3c. per pound, 
Texas and 3.10c. per pound, Louisiana. 
There were no further reperts of 
shaded prices last week but at the 
same time there was not much op- 
portunity for the sellers to bid. De- 
mand remained slow. 

Carmine.—Prices have shown some 
easement. Competition among sellers 
Was responsible for the movement 
Which brought prices down to $4.75 to 
$5 per pound for bu!k lots and $5.25 to 
$9.35 per pound for 11 pound tins. This 
movement was not wholly confined to 
the past week but represented the 
going” position for the past few 





weeks. Western canners were not 
very active buyers last week. 
Chrome Green.—This was another 


color where there were no new or im- 
portant developments. Demand was 
for fair volume while prices were 
openly unchanged and subject to oc- 
casional ease. 

_ Eosin Red.—Prices for this material 
in kegs remained unchanged from their 
long established basis at 65c. to 


foe, 


per pound. The demand was very 
ordinary. ° 
Indian Red.—Neither the English 


nor the American variety showed any 
particular change in appearance last 
week. In some directions the demand 
was good while a balancing effect was 
provided in other regular outlets where 
spottiness was still in order. 

lron Blues.—A fairly good call for 
replacements against contracts and 
steady prices continued to characterize 
the market for this group of colors. 

Red Oxides.—All grades remained at 
their previous price levels. The 
Spanish material did not reflect the 
movement in the peseta last week 
While Persian Gulf and others were 
also in a steady position. Demand 
Was not so active. 

Toner Reds.—This group did not re- 
veal any new developments. Prices 
remained at their previous bases while 
receiving a fairly good measure of sup- 
port from the buying trade. 

Vermilion.—Reflecting the  station- 
ary position of prices for the basic 
raw material, the market for. this 
derivative was unchanged last week. 
The basic price for large quantities of 
the English quicksilver variety was 
$1.65 per pound. 


Colors in Oil 


A fairly good replacement call con- 
tinued to maintain the market for oil 
colors in a position satisfactory to the 
suppliers. The demand was not so 
active as a month ago but this was a 
seasonal expectation and with prices 
in a fairly firm position, the market 
was in fairly good shape. 


Varnish Gums 


Varnish makers continued to limit 
their orders for supplies of gum strict- 
ly to their immediate wants. Their 
needs were small. There was no busi- 
ness of importance placed throughout 
the week while prices for practically 
the entire line were nominal and with- 
out surface revisions. Following the 
order of recent weeks the lack of busi- 
ness prevented the establishment of 
any real market and prices were ruled 
by individual transactions. 

Copals.—The dullness and dragging 
situation that has prevailed for sev- 
eral weeks continued to feature this 
group of gums. Demand was still lim- 
ited to small parcels while prices for 
practically all of the gradings were 
nominal and unchanged. 

Dammars.— While importers contin- 
ued to name 10%c. per pound as the 
nominal figure for the standard A/E 
gradings of the Batavia product, that 
figure was purely nominal and could 
be shaded %ec. to %c. per pound. The 
No. 1 grading of Singapore gum re- 
mained rather short on spot even in 
face of light demands and the im- 
porters were able to get their full ask- 
ing price of 15c. to 15%ec. per pound. 

Elemi.—The small inquiry recently 
noted was not in appearance around 


the market last week and the general 
situation was Hfeless. Prices were 
unchanged from their former nominal 
levels. 

Ester.—These gums continued as the 
only active group in the list. Prices 
remained at 5c. to 5c. per pound for 
dark and 5\4c. to 5%c. per pound for 
light. 

Kauri.—It was reported that there 
were some fairly heavy shipments for 
this market made during early May. It 
was also understood by importers that 
the situation at Auckland was less com- 
petitive with some of the leading ship- 
pers having abandoned some competi- 
tive warfare that had been going on 
for some time. March production of 
kauri was 386 tons and shipments to 
the United States totaled about 95142 
tons. The large receipts were partly 
due to stocks of gum held by diggers 
in the fields which they shipped from 
the interior before the wet season set 
in. 

Sandarac.—A small inquiry was the 
only sign of life in the market last 
week. The price remained at 18e. per 
pound. 


Other Paint Materials 


The dullness shown in the general 
market for paint, varnish and lacquer 
materials was particularly noted among 
the fillers and other miscellaneous 
paint materials. Many of the com- 
modities were virtually stationary. In 
no one particular article was it to be 
noted that demand was active 

Casein.—The quoted prices did not 
decline from the levels of a week ago 
but the market was distinctly weak and 
the sellers of both the domestic and 
Argentine products were prepared to 
shade with any firm buying evidence. 
There was not much buying 
shown, however. 

Fullers Earth. Neither the do- 
mestic nor the imported material has 
shown any recent change in position or 
price. The demand was very slow. 

Rottenstone. This commodity was 
also in an unchanged position over the 
past seven days. Demand was merely 
sufficient to support prices at the levels 


desire 


which they have remained for some 
time. 
Wood Flour. As previously in- 


dicated, the market could have been 
broadly shaded, but the users were 
evidently well stocked with their needs 
and presented little opportunity for 
sellers to quote. 


Driers 


Withdrawals of supplies of stearates 
by paint manufacturers were still ir- 
regular and for small quantities. How- 
ever, the outward movement of re- 
placement stocks to grease manutac- 
turers has during the past few months 
more than made up for the loss in 
business among paint manufacturers. 
The schedule of prices for stearates 
continued unchanged. Palmitates were 
also unchanged. Other drier materials 
passed a quiet week with no particular 
features reported. 


Metal Leaf 


The character and general make-up 
of the market last week did not bear 
any visible differences from the scope 
of things a week ago. Gold and 
aluminum leaves continued in a firm 
and unchanged position due largely to 
the stability of the raw materials. 
Metal leaf, however, was still subject 
to spotty sale and rather broad shad- 
ing of prices. 


Lacquer Materials 


The market for the various lacquer 
solvents lacked an outstanding feature 
again last week. However, a steadier 
tone was noted in certain directions of 
the market, particularly in ethyl 
acetate. Contract movement of the 
more important commodities developed 
a sense of consistency during the pe- 
riod under review, and the price posi- 
tion of the market was unchanged. In- 
dications were apparent that the peak 
production month was reached in May, 
with an estimated output in the auto- 
mobile industry placed at 355,000 units, 
compared with 348,909 cars in the pre- 
ceding month. 

Acetone.— With a slight pickup noted 
in certain consuming lines, a steady to 
firm tone governed the trading. 
However, major buyers restricted 
takings to actual wants. Quotations 
were in conformity with the schedule 
in effect previously. 

Butyl Acetate.—Demand in the spot 
trading was a highly irregular affair, 
but contract movement continued at 
a favorable pace throughout the week. 
Prices were without alteration. 

Buty! Alcohoi.—A conspicuous factor 
in the trading in this direction was the 
firm undercurrent. Shipments moved 
against existing contracts to the 
plastic and pharmaceutical trades with 
some sense of irregularity last week. 
Indications were apparent that the 
turnover in the month just closed 
would exceed that of April. Prices 
were unaltered.

French Government Oil 
Industry Control Approved 


The French Government's participa- 
tion in and control over the nation’s 
oil industry as provided for by the pe- 
troleum convention of 1924 which 
tablished the bases for future relations 


es- 


between the state and private pro- 
ducers and refiners, was recently ap- 
proved, with a few changes, by the 


French Chamber of Deputies, accord- 
ing to a report received in the Com- 
merce Department. The convention of 
1924, drawn up by representatives of 
the government and private industry 
provided for state financial participa- 
tion in the two large semi-official com- 
panies—the Compagnie Francaise des 
Petroles (French Petroleum Company) 
and the Compagnie Francaise du Raf- 
finage (French Refining Company)— 
state participation in “superprofits,” 
state control and representation on 
both boards, and 80 percent priority of 
output for the state’s non-commercial 
public services.

The most important change is that 
which now provides that the state will 
take measures to permit the Raffinage 
to treat a tonnage of crude petroleum, 
residues and derivatives correspond- 
to 25 percent of the total declared an- 
nual consumption of finished products, 
thus assigning 25 percent of the 
French market to the two companies. 
The obligation of refiners and distrib- 
utors to take 25 percent of their im- 
port licenses or decrees from the Rat- 
finage is ended, but the two companies 
are now allowed to distribute their 
products to the consumer either di- 
rectly or indirectly for any holder of 
licenses. This provision allows the 
Compagnie des Petroles to act as both 
Wholesaler and retailer.

Petrolatum.—Continuing under slow 
demands the market was running di- 
agonally opposite to the traditional ac- 
tivity at this time of the season. Man- 
ufacturers of the creams and sunburn 
lotions which usually take on added 
quantities of these oils at this time 
have not yet shown any desire to buy 
beyond their immediate needs. Refiners 
stated that the prices for all grades 
were steady and unchanged at forme! 
levels. 


Fuels and Lubricants 


The salient development of the week 
in review was the initial appearance 
f so-called “third grade” gasoline in 
the New York City territory. The 
Sinclair Refining Company was the 
sponsor of this cheap grade of gaso- 
line which was introduced in several 
mid-western cities a few weeks ago 
is an agency to combat the cut-price 
fuel that has been a major disturbance 
in retail markets for many months. 
With prices about 3c. per gallon less 
than that for the regular grades the 
prices for quality gasolines did not re- 
flect any immediate alteration but if 
the situtation that occurred in the 
mid-west after the introduction of a 
‘third grade” fuel repeats itself here, 
the structure of prices was likely to 
hecome greatly disorganized. 

The bulk gasoline market was stead- 
ier than it has been for some weeks. 
All of the representative refiners were 
in line with the prices that were es- 
tablished for U. S. Motor a few weeks 
igo and there was no shading reported 
Demand was improved partially by a 
sood jobbing interest in expectation 
for a.good consumer demand over the 
Memorial Day holiday. 

Cylinder oils continued in a verv 
quiet position last week. The prices 
were merely nominal at their former 
figures and the export market was 
distinetly dull A feature among the 
heavy oils was the declaration by some 
refiners last week that the market for 
C grade bunker oil was in a relatively 
steady position with much of the 
former low-priced oil having gone into 
consumption. 

Runs of foreign and domestic crude 
oil to stills during the week ended May 
23 totaled 17,092,000 barrels for a daily 
average of 2,441,700 barrels for 68.4 
percent of refinery operation, com- 
pared with a total of 17,039,000 barrels. 
or 2,434,000 barrels for 68.2 percent of 
operation during the preceding week. 
according to the data gathered by the 
American Petroleum Institute. Stocks 
of gasoline totaled 45,449,000 barrels 
during the week ended May 23, com- 
pared with 45,663,000 barrels in the 
preceding week. Gas and fuel oil stocks 
were 128,555,000 barrels, compared with 
128,484,000 barrels in the preceding 
week. The latter figure represented 
a revision from that previously issued 
due to an addition of 2,840,000 barrels 
of fuel oil stocks in California which 
were not reported a week agvo. 


Market Conditions 


Gasoline.—So-called “third grade” 
sasoline made its initial appearance 
in the local territory last week. In- 
auguration of this low-priced gasoline, 
which was introduced in the mid-west 
several weeks ago, made its bow in 
New York City, on Friday, marking 
What appeared to represent the first 
aggressive movement by large refiners 
to compete with the cut-price fuels 
that have been a disturbance to the 
market for quality gasolines for some 
time. Sinclair is introducing “third 
srade” gasoline in this territory and it 
will be known as Sinclair green priced 
at 3c. per gallon below the price for 
regular gasoline. The bulk mar- 
ket at the local refineries last week 
was somewhat more active and prices 
were in a steadier position. All refiners 
seemed to be within the range of 5%4c. 
to 6c. per gallon asked for the U. §., 
Motor grade, at the refineries. Jobbing 
demand was accelerated on the pros- 
pects for increased consumer takings 
over the Memorial Day holiday. The 
local tankwagon markets did not show 
any immediate effect to the introduc- 
tion of “third grade” gasoline. The ex- 
port market was also lacking in new 
features last week with only a small 
inquiry noted. 

Kerosene.—The named price for the 
41-43 water white grade in tankears at 
refineries was practically meaningless 
last week as whatever business done 
went forward around 54c. to 5%ec. per 
gallon. The demand was not at all 
active and the position was _ visibly 
weak. 

Fuel and Gas Oils.—Although the 
demand for C grade bunker oil has not 
expanded beyond its recent limits, re- 
finers declared that much of the low- 
priced oil had gone into use and that 
the market was fairly steady last week 
at 95c. per barrel at the local terminals. 
Steadiness was also reported at the 
Gulf and in the Panam: Canal zone 
where reductions wer ‘ecently put 
in force. The Diesel 01) market was 
also steady last week at $1.65 per

Rex Company Cleare 
Of F. T. C. Complaint 


WASHINGTON, May 27, 1931. 

The Federal Trade Commission has 
dismissed a complaint charging the 
Rex Company, Kansas City, manufac- 
turer of insecticides and fungicides, 
with unfair competition in maintaining 
resale prices. It was stated at the 
commission that dismissal was ordered 
because the objectionable practices had 
been discontinued. 

The complaint said that the com- 
pany entered into resale agreements 
with dealers regarding maintenance 
of specified resale prices. The pur- 
chasers of the company’s products were 
arbitrarily divided by it into two 
classes, to one of which it allowed a 
trade discount materially less than it 
allowed to the other, the commission 
said. It was stated that the basis 
for this discrimination was in many 
cases the maintenance of, or failure 
to maintain, the suggested minimum 
resale prices. The Rex Company an- 
swered, denying that it used these 
methods in maintaining prices 





Simoniz Company Wins 
Trademark Litigation 


WASHINGTON, May 25, 1931 

Through a decision of the United 
States Court of Customs and Patent 
Appeals today the Simoniz Company 
von its trademark controversy with 
the Permanizing Stations of Amevica, 
Inc. The court reversed the decision 
of the Commissioner of Patents which 
dismissed the Simoniz Company’s on- 
position to registration of the trade- 


mark ‘“Permanize.” The court de- 
clared that the word “Permanize” 
closely simulates the trademark 


“Simoniz” and that confusion in the 
trade would result and has already re- 
sulted according to the evidence.

CA Standard Held High for 92 Years 
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Drug-Chemical Section 
Dines Trade Visitors 


The drug, chemical and allied trades 
section of the New York Board of 
Trade acted as luncheon host to the 
drug and chemical delegates attending 
the eighteenth annual meeting of the 
National Foreign Trade Council, held 
in whe Commodore Hotel May 27. 
About eighty men attended, with Percy 
Magnus, of Magnus, Mabee & Reynard, 
presiding as chairman. 

Mr. Magnus welcomed the delegates 
and commended to them the speeches 
that were to follow. The speakers 
were to have been Horace Bowker, 
president of the American Agricultural 
Chemical Company, and William L. 
Cooper, director of the bureau of for- 
eign and domestic commerce, Depart- 
ment of Commerce, Washington. Both 
men were ill and did not attend. 

In the absence of Mr. Bowker, M. 3S. 
Hazen, of the American Agricultural 
Chemical Company, read a paper pre- 
pared by his chief, which was in part 
as follows:— 

Just two short years ago the feverish 


speculation of 1928-29 was reaching a 
crescendo, America, we were told, had 
found the recipe of perpetual prosperity 
The business cycle was a thing of the 
past You recall how Europe was send- 


ing trade commissions and economists to 
this country to study, interpret and adapt 
our methods One European ohservet n 
a book bearing a 1930 copyright, summe 
up his impressions as follows

There is no need to paint the contrast 
of today. The very voices, both here and 
abroad, which were loudest jn the chant 
of optimism, now are equally persistent 
in the dirge of despair. I firmly believe 
that this country is fundamentally in a 
sounder position today than it has ever 
been after a major depression. One basic 
fact, the impregnable position of the 
American banking system, is alone ample 
warrant for this belief. One of the fac- 
tors which has done as much as anything 
else to make business recovery difficuit 
is the condition of American agriculture 

It is a fact that American agriculture 
today uses less than 8 million tons of 
fertilizer when times are good. and this 
year the total will be at least 20 percent 
less. There has been no vitality to our 
market, and hence our industry has been 
unstable. Yet, consider these facts: 

The farmers of this country use an 
average of only 40 pounds of fertilizer 
per crop-acre, and an acre of tillage 
land seven inches deep weighs a thousand 
tons, which means a half ounce of ferti- 
lizer to the ton of soil! The French 
farmer uses three times as much ferti- 
lizer to the crop-acre; the German farmer 
eight times as much, and the Dutch 
farmer sixteen times as much. The Rus- 
sians are already planning a more in- 
tensive use of fertilizer 

Every year the crops grown on Ameri- 
can farms take out of the soil 5%, billion 
pounds more plant-food than is returned 
As soil fertility declines, crop yields go 
down and production costs go up in di- 
rect proportion Merely to maintain the 
present depleted fertility of our soils 
would require nearly twice the present 
consumption of fertilizer. 

Mr. Cooper wired his regrets. T. W. 
Delehanty, chemical division, Depart- 
ment of Commerce, also spoke briefly 
and he declared that while the mass 
of business is slowly improving, the 
momentum of improvement is more 
definite in the chemical export field. 
He was of the opinion that men in the 
export trade should enter the foreign 
markets through representatives who 
establish personal contacts with for- 
eign buyers 

Cc. C, Coneannon, chief of the chemi- 
cal division, telegraphed greetings 
from French Lick, Ind., where he was 
attending the convention of the Amer- 
ican Pharmaceutical Manufacturers 
Association.

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Sulphur Production by 
New Producer Is Planned 


Immediate construction of a_ plant 
for the production of sulphur from its 
Lake Peigneur deposit has been pre- 
pared by the Jefferson Lake Oil Com- 
pany, it being stated by Arthur Barba, 
sr., president, that negotiations for 
the purchase of necessary boilers, ma- 
chinery, ete., have been instituted and 
activity initiated for the extension of 
railroad tracks to serve the proposed 
site. The company will produce un- 
der its lease of the bed of Lake Peig- 
neur, at Jefferson Island salt dome, 
Iberia parish, Louisiana, obtained from 
the State of Louisiana. 

The sulphur deposit at Lake Peig- 
neur was discovered when a_e well 
drilled for petroleum in 1929 struck 
the sulphur bearing rock at 660 feet 
and showed in excess of 200 feet of 
this mineral in commercial quantities. 
Since that time the company has had 
seismograph tests conducted by the 
McCollum Exploration Company, of 
Houston, Texas, which disclosed a 
dome of tremendous size where but a 
small one was thought to exist and 
Which is surmounted by approximately 
500 acres of thick cap rock. 

The decision of the company to go 
ahead with the erection of a plant, 
said Mr. Barba, was based on the re- 
sults of five test wells which generally 
outlined an area of 27 acres of sul- 
phur bearing rock, these wells show- 
ing the mineral present in commer- 
cial quantities up to a 260-foot thick- 
ness. During the period for the con- 
struction of the plant, the company 
will continue its test drilling to fur- 
ther define the proven area, provide 
production wells, and determine to 
What further extent the sulphur exists 
along the 214 mile periphery of the 
dome.

Coaltar Products 


Possibility of Shortage in Toluene Indicated---Indus- 
trial Benzol Barely Steady---Demand for Intermediates 
Improved---April By-Product Production Declines 


A prospective shortage in toluens 
and a barely steady tone in industrial 
benzol were the outstanding develop- 
ments in the market for the basic coal- 
tar products last week. Buying of the 
intermediates reflected a slight im 
provement in the operating schedules 
in certain branches of the textile in- 
dustry, and, influenced also by a pick- 
up in the tanning trade, a steadier un- 
dercurrent was evident in the coaltar 
colors. 

An urgent demand for toluene had 
been the salient feature of the market 
as a Whole during recent weeks, and 
ihe purchasing of that commodity in 
the period under review reached sueh 
proportions that a sbortage seemed 
imminent. The severity of sueh a 
shortage naturally depends, fer the 
Most part, on the autumobiie vroduc- 
tion in June. 

While it was generally agreed that 
a comparatively high ratio of produc- 
tion schedules would be maintained 
throughout the automotive industry in 
the first half of the current month, 
trade interests were reluctant toward 
venturing an opinion on the trend of 
the situation beyond that point. How-

ever, an alleviating angle was gleaned 
from the ring tendency noted in 
the ordering of automotive steel speci- 
fications last week. This would appear 
to indicate that the peak production 
Was reached in that industry in May, 
When approximately 355,000 units rep- 
resented the total output, compared 
with about 348,909 units in April. 

Development of a barely steady tone 
in the market for industrial benzol was 
attributed to the low levels at which 
the prices for motor benzol have been 
hovering during recent weeks, plus the 
slow character of the demand for the 
industrial commodity. However, pro- 
ducers’ stocks of the industrial com- 
modity were reported in excellent con- 
dition by virtue of the slackening in 
operations at the coke plants. 

The total production of by-product 
coke for the 30 days of April amounted 
to 3,146,490 tons, an average of 104,883 
tons per day. In comparison with the 
March average of 105,042 tons, this is 
a decrease of 0.2 percent. In all, a 
total of 88 by-product plants were ac- 
tive during the month and these oper- 
ated at ahout 63 percent of their po- 
tential capacity. In spite of the de- 
cline in the output, producers’ stocks 
of by-product coke from April 1 to 
May 1 increased 6.3 percent. 

Coal consumed in the by-product 
ovens in April was estimated at 4,513,- 
500 tons, compared with 4,670,300 tons 
in March and 6,173,500 tons in April, 
1930. Production of ammonium sul- 
phate or equivalent totaled 50,325 tons, 
compared with 52,023 tons in March 
and 68,834 tons in the same month a 
year ago. Output of benzols in April 
amounted to 13,089,150 gallons, con- 
trasted with 13,543,870 gallons’ in 
March and 17,906,150 gallons in the 
corresponding period a year ago. Pro- 
duction of tar was placed at 40,170,150 
gallons, compared with 41,565,670 gal- 
lons in March and 54,947,150 gallons in 
April, 1930. 





Basic Products 


Benzene.— Although producers’ stocks 
of the industrial commodity were said 
to be in excellent condition by virtue 
of the slackening in the coke opera- 
tions, the market for industrial benzol 
displayed a barely steady tone last 
week, influenced by the slow demand 
and low levels to which the quotations 
for the motor commodity has moved 
during recent weeks. However, prices 
for the industrial benzol were retained 
at the levels of the previous week. 
The cumulative output of both coke 


and pig iron for the first four months 
of 1931 shows a sharp decline trom 


the level of last year. For pig iron 
the decrease amounts to 42.8 percent, 
and for coke it is 28 percent. The 


decrease in coke production has been 
greatest in the beehive branch of the 
industry, where the cumulative output 
is 51 percent less than in the corres- 
ponding months of last year. By- 
product coke production shows a mod- 
erate loss, being 26.4 percent less than 
in 1930. Steel mill operations again 
receded last week, being placed at 44 
percent of capacity, compared with 45 
percent a week E 

Cresols.—With the manufacturers of 
the disinfectants restricting takings 
commensurate with the actual demand 
experienced for their finished products 
the market for the cresols noted i 
spotty demand again last week. How- 
ever, this conservative character of the 
buving failed to have any influencing 
effect on the firm undertone of the 
trading and prices were without

Cresylic Acid.—Placing of several 
sizeable active inquiries tended to 
bring about a steadier tone in the mar- 
k for the various grades of this ma- 
terial last week. <A fair volume of 
susiness Was moving to the bakelite 
and synthetic resin manufacturers 
Improvement in the ore flotation oper- 
ations were wanting. Stocks abroad 
continue in ample supply. Quotations 
were in conformity with the schedule 
in effect previously. 

Naphthalene.—Seasonal demand for 
the flake and ball materials had about 
petered out last week. A few sizeable 
jobbing quantities constituted the call 
in the spot dealings, but prices were 
firmly held at the levels in vogue pre- 
Viously. 

Phenol.—A good volume of this mer- 
chandise moved to the pharmaceutical 
trade last week. The slight betterment 
in the textile industry served to bring 
about an expansion in the shipments 
moving in that direction. <A firm un- 
dertone was a conspicuous factor in 
the trading. Quotations were without 
alteration 

Solvent Naphtha.—Contract move- 
ment to the major quarters of con- 
sumption continued with a degree of 
regularity during the period under re- 
view. <A decidedly firm tone charac- 
terized the dealings. Quotations were 
identical to those in effect previously. 

Toluene.—An urgent call for this 
material continued to come from the 
automobile makers and lacquer manu- 
facturers, with the result that the topic 
of conversation was the prospects of a 
shortage taking place in this material. 
The prospects of such a shortage tak- 
ing place hinged on the production 
schedules of the automotive industry 
during the current month. Indications 
were apparent at the same time that 
a high ratio of output in that industry 
would be maintained during the first 
half of the month, but beyond that 
period trade interests were somewhat 
reticent about venturing an opinion 
May production of motor vehicles was 
expected to approach 355,000 units, be- 
ing slightly in excess of the April pro- 
duction. 

Xylene.—Demand was about equaling 
the production of this material last 
week, with the result the market was 
exceptionally firm, but prices were held 
at the levels in force in the preceding 
week.

BERGEN, May 11.—The fishing in Fin- 
marken is going on under the best weather 
conditions and the result for last week 
exceeded expectations. For the whole 
country the catch up to,date amounts to:— 
1931, 33,200,000 cod, with a production of 
48,376 barrels of oil; 1930, 57,500,000 cod 
and 66,567 barrels of c.l.o. 

Colchicine Alkaloid. — Quotations 
were still $27 to $28 per ounce, but the 
eall was irregular and mostly on a 
hand-to-mouth basis that tended to 
keep the spot market somewhat soft 
and still inclined toward a competitive 
position. 

Corn Syrup.—Demand was 
what improved but prices have not 
changed owing to the fact that pro- 
duction costs are still favorable and 
have resulted in syrup prices being 
favorable for buyers with important 
requirements to cover. 

Cream of Tartar.—A slight difference 
in price views was noted locally but 
on the whole the leading sellers quoted 
23% c. to 244c. per pound according to 
package. The movement into con- 
sumption was rather small in a com- 
paratively dull spot market. 

Creosote.—The market was 47c. to 
49c. per pound for the USP article and 
prices seemed to be uniform thereat 
throughout the entire market. The 
usual slump in major request has come 
with the warm weather. 

Emetine Hydrochloride.—Sellers con- 
tinued to quote $18 to $19 per ounce 
for this article but sales were difficult 
to make owing to the absence of reg- 
ular demand and the weakness noted 
among seme holders of the material. 

Ergotin—The spot market 
to $6.25 per pound. With raw material 
in an apparently stable position, con- 
ditions were not suggestive of any 
early change in the price for this ma- 
terial. 

Eserine Salicylate.-The market was 
still quoted at $25 per ounce, but com- 
petition was keen and demand was in- 
sufficient to remove unsettlement that 
has recently caused a considerable re- 
vision in the quotations for all minor 
alkaloids. 

Ethy! lodide. — Leading producers 
confirmed the price of $6.35 per pound 
and indicated that while the movement 
Was subnormal, it was still fairly good 
in a number of directions. The market 
retained a firm position because of the 
stability in the cost of production. 

Formaldehyde.—The market favored 
buyers in that the call from day to 
day varied rather widely and most 
sellers were anxious to raise their vol- 
ume of trade. On orders of special at- 
tractiveness, shading was understood 
to have taken place. The open market 
price was 6c. per pound in car lot 
quantities.

Lithium Salts.—Sellers reported a 
quiet call for all lithium salts. The 
market was also quiet as to price posi-

Magnesia Hypophosphite. — The 
lewer price noted in the previous week 
became somewhat steadier during the 
period under review. Sellers reported 
a quiet interest in the article and a 
steady if not large movement to the 
manufacturing consumers.

Menthol.—Quotations on spot were 


lowered $3.50 to $3.75 per pound with 
jobbing business not better than fair 
in size and with the larger consumers 
practically aloof from this market at 
the present time. Competition tended 
to become somewhat keener. 
Methanol.—The market was so dull 
that the leading factors in methanol 
declared that news was lacking. In- 
quiry as to the price for denaturing 
grade brought out the nominal quota- 
tion of 45c. per gallon but it was ad- 
mitted that opportunity to sell that 
grade rarely developed under present 
conditions. The tendency all along the 
line is to await further developments 
in the denatured alcohol field and to 
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keep hoping that something will de- 
velop that will cause the government 
once more to order denaturing grade 
methanol to be used in formula No. 5. 

Milk Powder.—While prices were no 
lower, the market was exceptionally 
competitive and the drive for business 
has rarely been keener between the 
various producers of quality milk 
powder. It was admitted that when 
orders of attractive size were under 
consideration, the tendency to shade 
price was pronounced. 

Morphine.—A fair degree of stability 
prevailed on the spot but the oppor- 
tunity to shade still existed in view 
of the cost to import further supplies 
of raw material. As to demand, it was 
strictly routine in description and made 
a moderate volume by the close of the 
week. 

Phenobarbital—The contract price 
has been reduced to $10 per pound. 
Quotations for prompt deliveries 
ranged $11 to $11.50 per pound accord- 
ing to quantity. Competition was said 
to have increased considerably and to 
have led to the development of lower 
price levels. 

Pilocarpine.—Something akin to sta- 
bility seemed to come to the mar- 
ket at $2.75 to $3 per ounce. Sellers 
were not disposed to shade any fur- 
ther and intimated that the cost to re- 
place the material did not permit of 
sales at less than the quoted position. 

Potash lodide—Very fair-sized de- 
mand at $3.50 to $3.55 per pound was 
reported. The gain has been season- 
able to some extent and has tended 
to keep the market undertones very 
firm in practically all directions. Com- 
petition was at a minimum. 

Quicksilver.—Trading in small lots 
was fairly good. Quantities ranging 
from one to five flasks moved rather 
steadily and resulted in a fairly steady 
undertone to the market at $102 to $103 
per flask. The trade declared that bids 
made at less than the inside figure 
were being turned down. 

Red Precipitate.—The leading pro- 
ducers made the market $2.05 per 
pound and declared that the steady 
position of raw material was assisting 
materially in the maintenance of the 
market as quoted. The call for prompt 
delivery goods was strictly routine in 
character. 

Rochelle Salt.—The market was 19c 
per pound and so far as could be 
learned no sales were being made at 
less than that figure. Trade has been 
rather disappointing thus far in May, 
but the producers have not encoun- 
tered competition in terms of shading 
of quotations despite the failure of 
buyers to take normal deliveries of 
the merchandise. 

Salicin.—Price range was very wide. 
The market was $8 per pound in one 
quarter, while another still wanted $10. 
Neither reported very much interest 
in the merchandise at this time and 
hence the tendency to stand pat at 





the current range of values. 
Salol.—In keeping with the fairly 
steady position of most salicylates, 


salol has been retained on the basis 
of 90c. to 95e. per pound for a number 
of months. Movement to buyers was 
steady in most quarters, but the total 
volume has decreased parallel with the 
drop in most commodities. 

Seidlitz Mixture.—A stable market 
prevailed at 15c. per pound. Attempts 
to buy for less failed, sellers maintain- 
ing a firm view and rejecting bids 
when made. Movement was not better 
than fair in volume. 

Silver Nitrate. The schedules of 
prices since the last report prevailed 
at the following levels, covering quan- 
tities of 100 ounces; small lots cost 
from le. to 2¢. more per ounce, and 
quantities of 500 ounces are quoted at 
about le. less.

The dinner was attended by repre- 
sentatives of various local, state and 
national pharmaceutical organizations, 
colleges of pharmacy, commercial houses 
and the pharmaceutical press. George 
R. Christ, president of the veterans and 
of the Kings County Pharmaceutical 
society, Was toastmaster and _ intro- 
duced Mr. Hays, who stated that he 
wis mindful of the fact that his forty 
years “on the job” entitled him to no 
great distinction in the company of 
men who were real veterans in the 
pharmaceutical realm. 

Mr. Hays then took his listeners on 
a short journey through pharmaceu- 
tical journalistic history, starting with 
the beginning of the last decade of the 
nineteenth century and touching upon 
the changes “not only in the drug busi- 
ness, but in the manner of chronicling 
pharmaceutical matters, and in both 
the format and the personnel of the 
drug publications.”

the present commercial era in phar- 
macy as contrasted with his early days 
on The Druggists Circular and admon- 
ished his ‘hearers to cheer up, as they 
would be in blissful ignorance of what 
the drug stores and drug journals 
would be like forty years hence.

Under the arrangement with Ethyl 
Gasoline Corporation, The Duw Chem- 
ical Company has undertaken to con- 
struct and equip an _ experimental 
plant for the extraction of omine 
from ocean water.

Registerable as a Mark 


WASHINGTON, May 25, 1931. 

The Coca-Cola Bottling Company of 
Los Angeles is not entitled to register 
the words “Lemon Frost” in the United 
States Patent Office in view of the 
prior registration by the F. B. 
Chamberlain Company of the words 
“Jack Frost” on beverages, the United 
States Court of Customs and Patent 
Appeals held today. The court up- 
held the Commissioner of Patents and 
declared that the word “lemon” is de- 
scriptive and the word “frost” is pro- 
hibited by the prior registration and 
that a later applicant may not create 
a non-conflicting, arbitrary mark by 
combining a descriptive and a_pro- 
hibited word.

Narrow Consuming Market Continues -- Less Price- 
Cutting Noted--Collections Poor--Competition Arises 
In New Forms -- Stocks of Most Articles Sufficient 


The narrow consuming market for 
botanical drugs, noted during recent 
weeks, continued effective throughout 
the period just ended. Buyers’ actual 
requirements were comparatively small 
and hence trading was along conserva- 
tive lines and was without sign of early 
improvement in a degree calculated to 
return business to a generally more 
active status. Price changes were not 
very numerous. In fact, prices ap- 
peared to be mainly steady on the sur- 
face, at least. However, competition 
was ever in the background, and when- 
ever inquiries involving § attractive 
quantities of merchandise entered the 
market, sellers were disposed to com- 
pete keenly for the orders. In prac- 
tically all respects it was a’ buyers’ 
market 

Collections were reported to be pretty 
poo Due to the depressed condition 

f the numerous consuming industries, 
‘rs of botanical drugs have been 
forced to grant credits rather longer 





than is considered wise or reasonable 
The general reports from buyers have 
been that collections with them have 
been slow and difficult. That condition 
works back through the entire com- 
mercial structure, and New York deal-

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ers in botanical drugs are feeling it 
rather sharply in some instances and 
to a material] extent in all cases. 

Competition also has been changed. 
The package goods, formerly almost 
the exclusive business of eastern bo- 
tanical drug millers, is not being solic- 
ited by the sales forces of large drug 
combinations. The business is sought 
either by representatives of the home 
offices or by local members of chains 
in the interior sections of the nation. 
This situation constitutes another 
problem for the botanical drug mer- 
chants, who already have more than a 
sufficiency of problems to solve. 

Direct purchase of botanicals in the 
domestic and foreign primary markets 
is another problem that looms large in 
this era of repressed business. For- 
unately, the general lack of important 
demand has tempered the _ practice 
somewhat, but more and more do the 
New York dealers have to contend 
against the direct selling operations of 
primary market factors. 

Notwithstanding the numerous diffi- 
culties besetting the botanical mer- 
chants here, their sales hold up well 
when comparison is made with the 
state of business in some of the na- 
tion’s basic industries. Volume has 
been severely reduced, but the situa- 
tion in botanical drugs is not so criti- 
cal as in some other trades. <A favor- 
able symptom is the greater stability 
in prices now quoted for most botani- 
cal merchandise. Less open price re- 
ductions are now noted, and attempts 
to stimulate demand by price cuts 
have about ceased. 


Balsams 


Peru.—Jobbing business was fairly 
good, but quantity requirements on 
the part of buyers were lacking. Quo- 
tations were about steady at $1.40 to 
$1.50 per pound. 


Tolu.—Competition continued to he 
generally brisk, but prices were with-

In fact 
the undertone of the market seemed 
to be quite steady in most directions. 

Pomegranate.—Root bark was Il 
lower at 30 to 3le. per pound, but 
tree bark held without change at 18c. 
to 19¢. Demand was strictly jobbing in 
size and led to a very small volume 
of trade by the close of the period. 

Prickly Ash.—The price range was 
narrower than usual Southern bark 
was priced at l2Zc. and northern was 
available at 13c. per pound Most sell- 
ers took a more competitive view of 
the situation as concerned sales of the 
northern article 

Soap.—A steady demand for mod- 
erate sized parcels was reported lo- 
cally and quotations remained gener- 
ally firm, though they were without 
sign of early development. Powder 
Was especially steady throughout the 
period and business continued to be 
very good. 

Wild Cherry.—Good progress with 
the crop Was reported and it Was ex- 
pected that supplies for the next sea- 
son of heavy consumption would be

Vanilla.—Recent reports concerning 
the cost of vanilla beans in Mexico and 
issued by the Department of Com- 
merce have been called into question 
by the vanilla bean trade as a whole. 
Business in vanilla beans during the 
past week was routine. Mexicans re- 
mained steady to firm with the time 
for new crop arrivals drawing near. 
Bourbon beans remained low in price, 
in light request, and highly competi- 
tive throughout the period.

Prickly Ash.—The market was 
slightly higher at 22c. to 24c, per 
pound, according to seller and quan- 
titv.

Raspberries.—According to quantity, 
the market was 70c. to 75c. per pound, 
Stocks held on the spot were not large, 
but sellers viewed the prospective new 
crop as favorable and hence offered at 
the more favorable quotation.

California Distilled and Expressed Orange Oil Cut 
To Offer Messina Sharp Competition -- Geranium 
Prices Move in Buyers’ Favor--Citronella Down Again 


The monotony of price declines was 
unbroken in the essential oil market 
during the past week. Materials that 
had hung rather steady for some 
weeks weakened and then broke to new 
low levels. The current demand was 
very light and highly irregular from 
day to day throughout the period. Buy- 
ers were aloof save as small and imme- 
diate requirements brought them into 
the market for jobbing quantities. 
Competition was keen at all times; the 
fact that many prices were without 
change was not the slightest guarantee 
that the quoted figures could not be 
readily shaded with an order in hand. 
teplacement costs were in a similar 
position, being favorable at all times 
during the past week. 

Sweet true almond was reduced, fol- 
lowing the movement that, in the pre-

vious week, had placed natural distilled 
oil at lower levels. Competition was 
very keen. Cayenne bois de rose was 
more favorably placed for consumers, 
but the lower prices did not seem to 
stimulate activity on the part of many 
buyers. 

Cables from Ceylon offered citron- 
ella at lower levels and spot quota- 
tions reflected the movement. Java oil 
was also lower on the spot, but the pri- 
mary market quotations for that ma- 
lerial were without change; desire for 
cash led to the shading here. Buyers 
of eucalyptus oil found that material 
again beginning a price movement in 
their favor. With fall and winter re- 
quirements of manufacturers to be cov- 
ered, the present movement may delay 
activity on the part of buyers who may 
be disposed to await further price de- 
velopments. 

Geranium oils were reduced, confirm- 
ing the easier tone that came with the 
report that no shortage in production 
existed. Distilled ginger was reduced 
once more: this was the latest of a 
series of declines that had their basis 
in the fact that raw material has rare- 
ly been cheaper than at the present 
time. 

Distilled lime oil was very scarce and 
the market in addition to being higher 
in price was almost nominal as to a 
supply. Expressed oil was in fair stock 
and prices moved in favor of buyers. 
Lemon oil was lower for shipment, but 
unchanged on the spot. Distilled and 
expressed orange oils of California 
origin were sharply lower and offered 
the Itahan oil sharp competition. 


Essential Oils 


Almond. — Natural almond oil was 
unchanged and somewhat steadier dur- 
ing the past week. The decline noted 
in the previous period put the article 
down to a basis in line with the re- 
placement cost of the merchandise. 
Sweet true almond oil was reduced to 
44c. to 46c. per pound, being a continu- 
ation of the declines began some time 
back. 

Anise.—A fairly steady spot market 
was reported, but on the whole demand 
lacked normalcy and prices were fa- 
vorable for buyers with important re- 
quirements to cover. 

Bergamot.— Although no lower in 
price, this article was still weak and 
highly competitive because of the slack 
demand and the cheapness of the ar- 
ticle in the Messina market. Stocks 


here readily cared for the limited de- 
mand current. 

Bois de Rose.—Cayenne oil was re- 
duced to $1.15 to $1.25 per pound, re- 
flecting a more favorable import cost 
for the article and emphasizing the 
competitive character of the spot mar- 
ket. Brazilian oil was unchanged but 
was easy. 

Camphor.—The spot was very quiet 
during the past week. Demand for 
each kind of the material was rather 
irregular and failed to rise to more 
than a conservative volume by the 
close of the period. Quotations were 
steady, however, and were in line with 
the cost to obtain further supplies in 
the Japanese market. 

Cananga.—Not all sellers were meet- 
ing the minimum spot price for native 
oil, but the market was still lowest at 
$1.65 per pound, and the sales thereat 
were very small. Rectified material 
was about steady, but did not move in 
any considerable volume during the 
period. 

Capsicum.— Makers of oleoresin have 
reduced prices to conform with the 
quotations named recently by some 
dealers in the material. Quotations 
were generally $2.50 to $2.75 per pound 
for USP VIIL. 

Cardamom.—Quotations were $17 to 
$17.50 per pound and seemed to be 
somewhat firmer on the whole follow- 
ing the recent series of price reduc- 
tions. Raw material was steadier in 
the primary market, but on spot prices 
were still very weak. 

Cedarleaf.—Conditions suggested the 
possibility of buyers being able to se- 
cure deliveries at prices shading the 
present inside quotation of 85c. per 
pound. Practically no business was 
done in the article. 

Cedarwood. — Prices were about 
steady. Sellers in the primary mur- 
ket reported minimum stocks to draw 
on and while the holdings on spot were 
not large they appeared to be more 
than sufficient to cope with the pres- 
ent and very smail demand reaching 
the local market. Quotations here were 
57c. to 40c¢, per pound. 

Citronella.—Cables offering Ceylon 
oil were lower and spot quotations [for 
cil in drums were down to 37c. to 39ec. 
per pound. Java oil was unchanged 
for shipment, but the spot was easier 
and lower under competition on the 
basis of 50c. to 52c. per pound. 

Clove.—Quotations were $1.40 to $1.45 
per pound and the price was said to be 
in keeping with the lower costs, at 
which oi] will be manufactured when 
spice purchased at reduced quotations 
in the Far East becomes available on 
the spot. Demand was hand-to-mouth. 

Cubeb.—aA fair sized jobbing demand 
Was current throughout the past week 


and quotations seemed to be about firm 


at $2.65 to $3.10 per pound. Stocks 
were not excessive in size. Raw ma- 
terial costs have not decreased mate- 
rially of late. 

Erigeron.—Due to the fact that the 
carryover this year will be consider- 
able, caused by the absence of normal 
sales volume during the past week, 
cut in production may develop in the 
primary market. Quotations here were 
$1 to $1.25 per pound last week. 

Eucalyptus.—Quotations were re- 
duced. Oil in drums was priced at 2%c. 
to 3lc. per pound; in cases, 32c. to 34c. 
This was a new low for this article and 
the development emphasized the de- 
pressed condition of the oil in its pri- 
mary market. Demand is expected to 
develop soon when manufacturing con- 
sumers cover their winter require- 
ments, but the present decline may 
hold them alocf in expectation of fur- 
ther reductions. 

Geranium.—Prices broke again, once 
more sug :zesting the easier undertones 
that began to develop once the news 
of a short crop had been set aside. 
Quotations for Algerian oil were down 
to $3.90 to $4.50 per pound; Bourbon, 
$3.85 to $4.50. Not much trading was 
reported. 

Ginger.—A further cut in price put 
the spot market down to the basis of 
$4.15 to $4.35 per pound. High com- 
petition and low sales were reported as 
a weakening influence that paralleled 
the very low cost of raw material. It 
was a buyers’ market in all respects. 

Lavender.—Demand of fair sized pro- 
portions was reported during the past 
week and the market undertones 
seemed to be generally steady in all 
directions. Quotations for flower oil 
were $2 to $3.45 per pound, according 
to seller and quality. 

Lemon.—Cables came in_ slightly 
lower during the past week without in- 
fluencing the spot ideas as to prices, 
Quotations for Messina oil were noted 
at 75c. to $1.10 per pound, while Cali-

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fornia stood at 65c. to 70c. Due to 
comparatively small spot stocks, the 
market here was steady. A report from 
one of the more prominent shippers in 
Messina stated: In several gardens on 
this side of the island one may notice a 
number of lemons on the ground, fallen 
from the trees from overripeness, the 
low price obtainable not having left it 
worth while to pick them. This may 
tell on the trees and affect the coming 
erep, the spring blossoming having now 
set in. So far this seems to proceed 
normally. 

Lemongrass.—Quotations were 
duced to 5lc. to 53c. per pound. This 
movement once more forced attention 
on the more favorable shipment prices 
named here by agents of the nrimary 
market sellers. Demand was for job- 
bing quantities in practically all in- 
stances. 

Lime.—Distilled oil was very scarce 
and prices were $10.25 to $11 per pound, 
according to seller. The situation was 
such as to suggest that the position of 
the article on the spot was about nom- 
inal. Expressed oil was in better sup- 
ply than was the distilled article, and 
prices were slightly lower at $10.50 to 
$11. 

Mace.—The market was easy at the 
recent decline to $1.10 to $1.15 per 
pound. Raw material continued to de- 
cline last week and that fact kept the 
market undertones favorable to further 
downward revisions in prices for oil. 

Nutmeg.—Quotations were $1.10 to 
$1.15 per pound, but with production 
costs tending downward because of 
cheaper raw material, the position of 
the article favored buyers disposed to 
make bids. 

Orange.—Sweet distilled Californian 
oil was lower at 75c. to $1 per pound. 
In fact, it was suggested that on large 
contracts involving 2,000 pounds up- 
ward, as low as 55c. might be done on 
some brands. Expressed oil from Cali- 
fornia was reduced to $1.75 to $1.85 per 


re- 


pound, and competition between the 
several producers of the article was 
said to be very keen. Messina oil 
dropped to $1.95 to $2.25 per pound, 


but West 
$1.80 to $2. 

Peppermint.— Weakness predominated 
because of the almost total lack of de- 
mand for the material. Quotations for 
natural oil were $1.60 to $1.75 per 
pound, while for the redistilled $1.75 to 
$1.90 was named. New crop prices are 
not expected to be named until some 
time in the more remote future. The 
present low prices and large unsold 
stocks mitigate against the normal 
custom of naming August delivery 
prices at this time of year. 

Petitgrain.—Cables from the primary 
market came in higher during the past 
week, but the very poor demand for 
spot goods did not permit local sellers 
to reflect the added costs to them. 
Quotations here remained at $1.10 to 
$1.25 per pound. 

Spearmint.—Weakness and no de- 
mand featured this article. Quotations 
were about nominal at $1.90 to $2.10 
per pound because of a lack of busi- 
ness sufficient to establish a firm spot 
quotation. The situation in the pri- 
mary market closely paralleled that on 
spot. 

Vetiver.—Quotations wer: $4.35 to 
$4.50 per pound for the Bourbon ar- 
ticle and business confirmed the price. 
As to demand, it was for jobbing ac- 
count in practically all instances 
throughout the period. 

Wormseed. — Although no lower in 
price, the article was no firmer in un- 
dertone. Demand lagged badly and 
caused primary market sellers to show 
a disposition to accept any bid of rea- 
sonable sort. Need for cash was quite 
evident in the production area. 

Wormwood. — Quotations for spot 
goods were no lower, being $6.75 to $7 
per pound. They tended to become

Germany.

Kropff, which then operated as_ the 
sales agent and branch of the Ger- 
man house. This interest was pur- 
chased by William Kropff, president of 
Mulhens & Kropff, Inc.

“4711,” will not be identical with the 


“4711” products manufactured in Col- 


ogne, Germany, and distributed 
throughout the world.

Muelhens, Inc., 
started once again to manufacture and 
sell in this country “4711” Eau de Col- 
ogne. 

After the trial the lower court before 
which the case was tried ruled that it 
was not necessary for the assignee of 
a trademark, as suld by the Alien Prop- 
erty Custodian, to have the secret 
recipe, but that as the owner would 
have a right to change his recipe, the 
assignee of such a trademark would 
also have the right to change the

Canada Malt Name 


Found to Be Inconsistent 


Malt products manufactured in the 
United States are not to be described 
as of Canadian origin and as imported 
into the United States, according to an 





order of the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion to Canada’s Pride Products Co., 
Inc., New York. The commission found 
that the company’s product called 
“Canada’s Pride Malthop” is manufac- 
tured in the United States for the re- 
spondent by Jaceb Ruppert Co., for- 
merly known as Jacob Ruppert Brew- 
ery Co., in New York. None of the 
ingredients of the product originated 


in Canada or were imported therefrom 
into the United States. 

The order specifically prohibits 
use of the corporate name, “Canada’s 
Pride Products Co., Inc.,” or the words 
“Canada’s Pride Malthop” in advertis- 
ing and selling any malt syrup or malt 
syrup product which has not been 
made in Canada and imported to the 
United States therefrom, and not 
manufactured from ingredients origi- 
nating in Canada, or any corporate 
name or any word or words including 
the word Canada or any map or other 
illustration of Canada, unless accom- 
penied by apt and adequate words in 
immediate conjunction therewith and 
equally conspicuous, clearly showing 
that the products have not been manu- 
factured in Canada or from or out of 
ingredients originating or produced in 
Canada.

Dr. Frank W. Clarke 


Dr. Frank Wigglesworth Clarks 
noted chemist and honorary curator of 
the Smithsonian Institution, Washins- 
ton, died May 23 at his home in Chev) 
Chase, Md. He was eighty-four years 
old and was born in Boston on Mar 
19, 1847, a son of Henry Ware and Abby 
Fisher Clarke. For forty years up t 
his retirement some years ago he 
chief chemist of the United States Geo- 
logical Survey. 

Dr. Clarke was graduated from thé 
Laurence Scientific School of Harvard 
in 1867 with a degree of bachelor of 
science and in 1891 received a doctor of 
science degree from Columbia Uni- 
versity. Other degrees were conferred 
on him in later years by European uni- 
versities, including Aberdeen’ Uni- 
versity of Scotland, which conferred 
that of doctor of laws. 

He served as an instructor in chem- 
istry at Cornell in 1869 and professor 
of chemistry at Howard University, 
Washington, 1873 and 1874, and at the 


Was 


University of Cincinnati from 1874 to 
1883, when he joined the Geological 
Survey as chief chemist. He was a 


chevalier of the Legion of Honor of 
France and was the recipient of the 
Wilde medal of the Manchester (Eng- 
land) Literary and Philosophical So- 
ciety. He served as president of the 
International Commission on Chemical 
Elements and in 1900 was a member of 
the International Jury Awards of 
Paris Exposition. He was a past presi- 
dent of the Cosmos Club, Washington. 

Dr. Clarke was the author of a num- 
ber of books on chemistry and chem- 
ical elements as well as of more than 
100 papers on chemistry and mineral- 
ogy.

Asafetida was in hand-to- 
mouth demand and sales volume was 
comparatively small. Stocks were well 
distributed. 

Gamboge was in slightly better in- 
quiry, but sales gained little, if any, and 
prices remained easy. High quality 
karaya was in better request and some 
fair-sized business was booked. The 
lower qualities were in poor demand 
and prices seemed to be rather easier. 

Shellac was slightly higher in Lon- 
don and Calcutta, but the spot market 
remained without new developments 
as to prices. Demand here continued 
irregular and was always for small 
lots Stocks unsold in the hands of 
importers were believed not to be very 
large.

Arabic.—Quotations were 9'%c. to lie, 
per pound for sorts and the movement 
to buyers was limited to comparativels 
small parcels. Competition would be 
very keen in the event of large re- 
quirements entering the market but 
at the present time none but the 
smaller consumers have traded with 
any considerable regularity. Condi- 
tions were entirely favorable for 
buyers. 

Asafetida. — Hand-to-mouth trade 
was reported and sales volume was 
comparatively small at the close of the 
past week. Stocks were well distrib- 
uted and, hence, the undertone of the 
market was one of competition. 


Benzoin.—Somewhat better interest 
was noted in the spot market during 
the past week. Trade was more active 
even though quantities taken were still 
indicative of jobbing requirements o1 
the purt of most buyers Prices were 
steadier at the end of the period.

per pound with routine request re- 
ported to be fair in volume but still 
far helow the normal call for the ma- 
terial.

Bayberry.—Pecause of the limited 
demand, the market was about nominal 
and sellers were disposed to accept 
bids if made within reasonable limits 
Quotations were 20c. to 23c. per pound 

Bees.—Demand for spot wax Was 
very light and not a great deal of in- 
terest was displayed in futures. Re- 
placement costs were rather easy and 
the Brazilian article was especially so 
because of low exchange on that coun- 
try. Refined vellow had a narrow out- 
let at easv pi ices. 

Candelilla.—Somewhat higher prices 
have not led to any important stimu- 
lation of production in the primary 
market. The spot market remained 
firm in sympathy with the position of 
carnauba wax. 

Carnauba.—The price situation in 
carnauba wax seemed to be a 
thoroughly mixed affair last week. 
High prices for the yellow grades were 
quoted by practically all save one im- 
porter Furthermore, most importers 
were without stocks of flora, No. 1 and 
No. 2 yellow, to sell on the general 
market: whatever was in hand was 
held against contract obligations. But 
one importer had a full line of prices to 
quote for They were 
quoted, as to quantity, as follows:— 
Flora 838e. to 40c. per pound; No. 1, 
37c. to 3% No. 2 North Country, 
18%c, to 20c.: No. 2 yellow, 35c. to 
37c.: No. 3 chalky, 15c. to 154%c.: No 
8 North Country, 14%e. to 15e. Other 
importers quoted No. 2 North Coun- 
try at 20c. to 21¢c.; chalky, 16c.; No. 3 
North Country, 15%c. Three prom- 
inent importers reported sales made in 
the recent past at 47c. for flora and 45c. 
for No. 1 and last week were unable 
to offer any of those grades, and in- 
cluding No. 2 yellow, for delivery 
against new orders

“Herbs and Iron” Phrase 
Refused Mark Registry 


WASHINGTON, May 25, 1931. 

The words “herbs and iron” are suf- 
ficiently descriptive to prevent their 
being registered as an exclusive trade- 
mark, the Court of Customs and Patent 
Appeals held today in reversing the 
Commissioner of Patents in the con- 
troversy between the W. H. Bull Med- 
icine Company and Charles R. Spicer, 
doing business as the Pelvo Medicine 
Company. 

The Commissioner of Patents 
granted the petition of the 


had 
Bull Com- 


pany to cancel the registration issued 
in 1926 on “Spicer’s Nux Herbs and 
Iron” because of the contention that 


it was confusingly similar to the pre- 
viously registered ““‘W. H. Bull’s Herbs 


and Iron.” Spicer contended on ap- 
peal that the term “herbs and iron” 
was not given greater prominence 
on the label and in the advertising 
than the names of other medicines 


made by the Bull Company, while the 
Bull company insisted that while the 
words at one time may have been 
descriptive, long years of usage by the 
Bull Company have given them a sec- 
ondary trademark meaning. The court 
held that the Commissioner of Patents 
erred in ruling that the words “herbs 
and iron” are the essential or dominent 
features of the Bull Company's mark.
